teachers who are profoundly aware 
God’s place the universe, such knowl- 
edge may result immunity the disease 
naturalism.

They must train their 
pupils meet any danger their faith, 
just the training officers the army 
must prepare the recruits under them 
meet all the attacks the enemy.

Spiritual Growth 

Brother Noah his excellent treatise, 
The Management Christian Schools, 
says, “the love nature, her beauty, 
her wealth, may become powerful stim- 
ulus the growth and development the 
spiritual sense.” This precisely what the 
Christian teacher trying develop 
his students. old axiom that 
cannot love that which not know. 
seeking impart this knowledge the 
student, the biology course becomes, then, 
one the principal aids the religion 
course. The student familiarized with 
nature and, when taught the Catholic 
Priest, Sister, Brother, laymen, this 
knowledge supernaturalized, and God 
given his rightful place the Supreme 
Author and Director life. This provides 
with force, second only religion 
plainly our duty Catholic educators 
provide such instruction our pupils. 
are depriving them information that 
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vital the development their spir-. 
itual life, and exposing them the risks 
falling easy prey the arguments 
materialists and agnostics, when fail 
provide place the curriculum for 
instruction the physical basis life. 


Developments Habits 
Observation 

are develop leaders from among 
our students, necessary that 
everything possible train them think 
clearly topics everyday life. Now, 
order think clearly any topic 
first essential see clearly the points 
issue. This one the ends fulfilled 
the biology course. teaches the stu- 
dent observant, and really see 
what looks at. For example, there 
perhaps animal with which anyone 
more familiar than the fly. Everyone has 
looked millions them, yet relatively 
few see them. Ask your students few 
simple questions such as, many legs 
has fly?” or, “How many wings has 
fly?” and you will learn quickly how few 
people take the trouble see what they 
look at. This haphazard method look- 
ing things carried over into other 
activities life. cannot expect people 
become thinkers, unless they are first 
trained see clearly the problems that 
they are supposed thinking about. 
not the contention that biology 
the only subject that trains students see 
facts clearly, but certainly furnishes 
more efficient training than many courses 
now the high school curriculum. 


The Defense Program 


National defense now the dominant 
topic the day. One the questions 
often raised is, “What can the Catholic 
high school for national defense?” 
When all the answers are finally boiled 
down, they amount this: Intensify the 
work that you are already doing, and turn 
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out young men and women who are men- 
tally and physically fit. Now the question 
arises whether the present time, 
the Catholic high schools are doing any- 
thing increase the physical fitness 
their students. few those already 
physically fit are given athletic training, 
that has doubtful value maintaining 
their physical fitness. The vast majority 
students, and incidentally this 
group that most the physically handi- 
capped are found, are left shift for 
themselves. The introduction course 
biology, which included training hy- 
giene, dietetics, etc., would one way 
(and very good way) which our high 
schools could contribute their 
ward national defense. 


The Preparation Teachers 


the students are obtain all the 
benefits the biology course, essen- 
tial that the teacher have the proper 
ethical and biological background. Cer- 
tainly teachers with the proper ethical 
background are not hard find our 
schools. However, quite possible that 
the supply teachers with adequate 
This need not the case, however, the 
Catholic universities this country have 
given every encouragement the study 
biology, and many them have established 
courses specifically intended train Cath- 
olic high school teachers. There can 
adequate excuse, then, for lack 
excellent teachers biology. have 
them for the other branches, why not for 
biology? 

Just how many hours biology, and 
what courses constitute adequate prep- 
aration teach biology? The North Cen- 
tral Association demands minimum 
credit hours work for any teacher 
the subject. This the minimum, and 
the teacher with barely the minimum qual- 
ifications seldom efficient teacher. 
recommended that, wherever possible, 
the prospective teacher have knowledge 
the following subjects: general zoology, 
comparative anatomy, general botany, 
plant physiology, microscopic technique, 
human physiology, general bacteriology, 
and genetics. This would mean about 
credit hours work. Since least 
A.B. degree required order teach 
most our high schools, anyone with 
courses. 


Suitable Textbook 


Another point consider, the biology 
course effective, the question 
the textbook. must Catholic, 
least Christian, its outlook. Until 
recent years there was adequate Cath- 
olic textbook, and this may well have 
been factor determining whether 
biology would taught. Now, however, 
several fine textbooks Catholic authors 
have been published, and they are re- 
markably Catholic tone, few ex- 
cerpts will suffice show: 
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“Man creature traveling through 
creatures 

“Laws govern the workings nature. 
any living organism these laws are the 
expressions God’s intellect.” 

Similar expressions occur frequently 
these texts; should not necessary 
quote more than these illustrate not 
only the Catholic tone the books them- 
selves, but also the practical religious ap- 
plications that can used any zealous 
teacher the subject matter biology. 
Can you think any other subject the 
high school curriculum for which you 
could find textbook with similar refer- 
ence God and man’s duty Him? Can 
you think another subject, religion ex- 
cluded, course, which the teacher 
could make such applications without go- 
ing out his field? 


Cost the Biology Course 


One the objections offered most fre- 
quently the adoption biology the 
cost that such course would involve. 
zoology something equally advanced, 
the necessity for costly equipment might 
make the objection valid. For 
school course, however, difficult 
see the claim. The same 
schools that offer this objection biology 
not hesitate equip physics and chem- 
istry laboratories much greater cost 
than the biology laboratory would require. 
Why seems more important that the 
student should have knowledge in- 
animate objects but quite unnecessary that 
have understanding life processes 
difficult comprehend. 

soon the subject biology 
broached, however, most minds begin 
conjure visions row upon row 
microscopes and similar equipment, most 
which look nice the high school lab- 
oratory but are highly superfluous. High 
school students, most cases, make very 
little use microscopes. good micro- 
scope very good one can 
purchased for about $150) and one micro- 
scope (about $75) will much more 
value the teacher.

Varieties Speech Disorders 


Defects and disorders voice and 
speech are generally enumerated as: loss 
voice: loss speech; faults quality, 
intensity, and pitch; disorders enuncia- 
tion; and stuttering. diagnose pa- 
tient properly, therapist must know 
anatomical structures physiological 
functions. His psychological studies will 
enable him discover motives, desires, 
and impulses inciting given behavior. His 
knowledge method gained from labora- 
tory practice and research will assure rea- 
sonable success working with patients 
generally found the school private 
clinic. will know, after proper diag- 
nosis, whether the patient referred 
the physician, the surgeon, psy- 
chologist, remain subject the correc- 
tionist. His experience with speech cases 
shows him that many defects structure 
and certain disorders involving the sense 
organs and motor co-ordinations are not 
within his province but require the expert 
attention one schooled particular 
field education perhaps some med- 
ical surgical procedure. the case 
question falls within the field speech 
therapy, will evaluate method cure 
which, generally speaking, will 
nature physical, functional, psychological, 
environmental. 


Teachers Need Training 


help patient gain speech normalcy, 
the speech correctionist must have training 
which some measure resembles that 
the physician and that the psychologist 


psychiatrist. These studies, while 


portant the therapist, not give suffi- 
cient background. The speech therapist is, 
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above all, speech teacher who has train- 
ing speech and voice. knows the 
science voice and language and able 
demonstrate vocal and 
niques. The training unit speech cor- 
rection simply course study 
speech, voice, and allied fields, without 
neglecting the cultural development the 
student. Inasmuch the student must 
prepared for the practical aspects ther- 
apy, must have clinical practice and 
observation. 

Many states have created definite stand- 
ards for speech correction. Wisconsin, for 
example, has approved course study 
for the license supervise speech correc- 
tion similar its rigid requirements the 
best curriculums certain progressive 
states. The correctionist required pass 
successfully some credit hours the 
principles and methods speech rehabili- 
tation, speech psychology, speech pathol- 
ogy, phonetics, and voice science. Ten 
credit hours must secured lip read- 
ing, remedial-reading techniques, mental 
hygiene, and educational tests and meas- 
urements. Eighteen credit hours are de- 
manded special educational subjects. 
give proper backgrounds allied fields 
some hours must devoted psy- 
chology, sociology, physiology, and phys- 
ical education. The remainder the cur- 
riculum some hours comes from the 
liberal-arts college. The speech therapist 
Wisconsin must have knowledge his 
field, skill corrective measures, and abil- 
ity organize remedial instruction the 
elementary and secondary school level. 


Services Clinics 


The university clinics perform social 
good. They cannot accept patients for dem- 
onstration defects and disorders and 
then abandon them after the therapists 
have studied the cases. maintaining 
free clinic, the university able render 
service charitable and fraternal organ- 
izations interested the unfortunates and 
socially maladjusted. clinic Mar- 
quette University, for example, will aid 
each semester some 200 patients. For the 
most part, these defectives children and 
adults have been sent the clinic 
state rehabilitation boards, out-patient de- 
partments hospitals, private physicians, 
juvenile courts, vocational and medical 
bureaus public and parochial schools, 
county relief agencies, and fraternal or- 
ganizations.

Serious Problem 


Speech defects not cured the school 
often contribute social offenses. Handi- 
capped immaturity and childish traits, 
the defective sometimes becomes confused 
and helpless facing reality. compen- 
sates for his disappointments rebellion, 
exhibition, retreat. This tendency the 
speech defective, especially one laboring 
under delusions, has been generally well 
stressed. The stammerer particular has 
been disbarred from army service inas- 
much not fitted for the arduous 
job fulfilling his obligations the state. 
His distaste for meeting life squarely often 
brings him into difficulty the everyday 
crises common business and family ac- 
tivity. There hardly need for further 
illustration the danger the more 
serious disorders. Rather let the illustra- 
tion the problem the seemingly in- 
nocuous, though really important, problem 
foreign dialect. 


Eliminating Dialects 


Radio, the church, and the school sys- 
tem have made people language conscious. 
Some years ago most teachers spoke 
uniform diction and had little difficulty 
directing the speech training the so- 
called foreigner. The speech problem was 
not particularly connected with the ques- 
tion the language standard. The south- 
ern teacher would accept southern accent 
inasmuch her own accent was quite 
likely considered superintendent 
principal consistent with good usage. 
But today many teachers have such 
heterogeneous racial heritage that they 
must first establish some convention 
the standard English pronunciation. 
The child handicapped any foreign 
accent must find standard and live 
soon may develop psychological 
disturbances equal those frequently 
arising from bodily inferiority. 

few examples may illustrate the point 
that awareness cultural weakness 
may often the source emotional ill- 
ness. lawyer failed value speech train- 
ing his school career. His early efforts 
were greatly handicapped certain en- 
vironmental factors poverty and cul- 
tural inadequacies. While succeeded 
bettering his financial and social circum- 
stances, found himself frequently ac- 
cepted educated foreigner. Fortu- 
nately for himself, did not hide behind 
the cry racial prejudice but corrected 
his foreign accent and admittedly escaped 
many social embarrassments. salesman, 
graduate college engineering, was 
recently sent speech clinic prom- 
inent Wisconsin firm. The man had shown 
engineering ability and had been pro- 
moted responsible position the sales 
organization.

Symptoms Nervous Disorder 


The classroom teacher knows that 
regular speech behavior often symp- 
tom more basic disorder. The neurotic 
obstinate child may use his speech 
defect means demonstrating anxiety 
even depression order secure 
greater sympathy and attention. The 
teacher may recognize the symptoms and 


even able determine the nec- 


essary procedure for the specific solution 
the difficulty only find herself 
thwarted educational administration 
which neglects the necessary facilities 
control. Sometimes she handicapped 
parents who have not fully matured and 
who refuse acknowledge the deeper psy- 
chological problem the child. Either 
difficulty presents problems for the teach- 
er, but when the parent fails meet the 
responsibility family life and this fail- 
ure mirrored and perpetuated the 
child, then the teacher has double burden 
thrust upon her. The behavior the elder 
stamps the child sure product for 
psychological treatment. The teacher must 
force circumstance quickly deter- 
mine her own capacity for adjusting the 
child his educational and social needs, 
and, she finds herself inadequately pre- 
pared offer correct treatment, she should 
frankly place the burden more experi- 
enced

Fortunately for many children, the 
vironment school, the personality 
teacher, and the social graces 
offer them greater opportunity 
activity.

Usually baby 
talk disappears under the influence the 
school system, even without formal train- 
ing speech. the other hand, speech 


faults arising from difficulties structure 
functional disorders tend grow worse. 
The so-called adenoid voice seldom can 
cured speech training. falls within 
the province the surgeon establish 
the cure. Nasal obstructions require the 
service the medical man rather than 
the speech teacher. brief, then, the 
classroom teacher should able de- 
termine which students should remain with 
her and which students should referred 
specialists.

The remarkable work 
done for the spastic, for the exceptional 
child, for those defective senses, and for 
those suffering from psychological upsets 
must not only maintained ex- 
tended. While the handicapped can never 
revert older days when they were im- 
prisoned the classroom that they 
could not roam the streets burden 
the parent, they must never lose their 
well-proved right educational advance- 
ment. sad commentary upon our 
industrial age that mental illness in- 
creasing. fact sadly admitted that 
the school the future must face this 
burden even more than the school to- 
day. The present-day problem speech 
arising from mental, social, and moral ills 
not solved any admittance that 
greater facilities for diagnosis have un- 
covered more defects and disorders than 
former times. The problem greater 
irrespective cause. must met 
the progressive school system and particu- 
larly the progressive teacher the 
classroom. any college hides behind its 
right develop the normal, can hardly 
agency; has failed its social obliga- 
tion help the nation with its problem 
the unadjusted and the socially in- 
secure.

the guidance function. educators 
must seek achieve common end the 
optimum development each pupil. 
this not our purpose, shall fail the 
work assigned us. 


Why Need Guidance 


There hardly reason question the 
need guidance. meets every 
side. believe, however, that the picture 
can presented adequately three sum- 
marized statements. First, the large num- 
ber maladjusted pupils found almost 
every classroom tells that something 
should done better their school life. 
guidance some form another 
not provided for these pupils, what will 
ultimately happen them? Second, the 
number pupils annually eliminated from 
our high school classes serious indict- 
ment against our school efficiency. 
must admit that many this group leave 
because inferior intelligence low 
economic status, but far too many leave 
because the lack school opportunity. 
These are hard words, but the majority 
our high school teachers are too reluctant 
reach down the pupil adjust 
program meet his present-day needs. 
Third, the mortality our college fresh- 
men open challenge the efficiency 
our high school guidance. This number 
could cut down more care were taken 
counseling pupils who are not college 
caliber. This bespeaks another deficiency. 
must give the idea that every high 
school pupil potential college fresh- 
man. believe that our sacred duty 
properly orientate pupils for the re- 
sponsibility life while they are with 
high school and that this should our 
main objective. 


The Teacher Must Guide

Second, her intimate knowledge 
each pupil provides her with knowledge 
his limitations also, and this im- 
portant point. role counselor, the 
teacher must able guide the pupil’s 
thinking and planning into areas within 
his capacity. Pupils should not allowed 
plan future that beyond their 
adaptability and mentality that not 
for their own good. 

Obviously, effective guidance must have 
its objective the individual pupil. This 
does not deny the value group education 
group guidance, but does emphasize 
the place the individual the program. 
advisable attempt individual guidance 
for every pupil. large number pupils 
will able solve their own difficulties. 
But the deviates will always need special 
attention. 

accept the thesis that guidance 
primarily classroom function, then 
facto our teachers must know how use 
the techniques guidance. True, every 
teacher cannot trained counselor, but 
every school there should least 
one faculty member trained direct the 
work the staff. our small high schools 
the work belongs the principal; the 
larger ones must necessity as- 
signed member the staff. 

The teacher may use several the 
many techniques available. But let not 
commit ourselves the idea that paper 
reports are evidences 
ciency. Records, reports, and summaries 
are only instruments for work and them- 
selves they mot constitute guidance. 
They may regarded charts for the 
aid the teacher and nothing more. But 
the work impartial and directive, 
must scientific. And since modern 
education definitely committed the 
doctrine individual differences, the ob-

“Next saw that the first three 
four grades school were the most impor- 
tant all, for good principles were

used the past and adopted the phonetic 
system which fully explains The 
Principles Reading. veered from the 
antiquated monotorial system teaching, 
which the teacher lost much time, and 
used instead the simultaneous method, 
which the teacher came closer contact 
with the students.

Today the picture seems chang- 
ing. Lady Poverty still lingers many 
mission school, the weather-beaten 
structures that have echoed the tread 
thousands young feet, the white- 
washed buildings that have withstood the 
ravages time and wear. But there are 
Catholic institutions which Lady Pov- 
erty may longer enter, where, stranger 
without the gates, she must stand be- 
wildered and abashed. How will Catholic 


education fare without her handmaiden? 


Many thinking persons believe that the 
custodians religious education, the 
teaching Brothers and Sisters, have been 


lured into strange bypaths where the going 


difficult and the goal uncertain. 
fact that the greater number religious 
teachers today are far removed from 
their counterparts years ago are 
the vehicles the two periods. The 
streamlining Catholic education was in- 
evitable. But not certain that there 


has not been unwarranted sacrifice 


essential features obtain the wanted ex- 
ternal glamour. 

Perhaps the wholesale quest for teaching 
credentials and higher degrees not prov- 
ing unmixed blessing. Certainly 
the marshaling thousands members 
teaching orders into 
extension classes, and correspondence 
courses year after year having some un- 
predicted effects the more less will- 
ing victims. 

There much good-natured professional 
tivalry the university classes conducted 
primarily for teachers. Particularly this 
true when representatives different re- 
orders houses feel called upon 
uphold the fair names their com- 
munities the face competitive claims 
distinction. Unwittingly insuring the 
continuation this arrangement, accredit- 
ing agencies have made unmistakably 
clear that they not approve too many 
individuals common faculty who hold 
degrees from the same university. Hence 
farsighted superiors must plan advance 
send talented younger religious 
widely scattered institutions protect 
their own schools against adverse criticism 
and the charge provincialism. The fewer 
the representatives religious com- 
munity enrolled particular college 
the more zealously 
members guard the professional reputa- 
tions their orders.

The ideas are stimulating, fascinating, 
and especially tempting good teachers. 
heart most religious instructors are 
ardent champions Catholic schools 
public schools. They want the best 
equipment, methods, and results for their 
own pupils. accepted fact that 
easier undertake educational ex- 
periments private schools than public 
institutions. would strange indeed 
religious university classes did not want 
experiment, try out new devices 
plans methods materials, pioneer 
progressive movements. 

course, even the simplest innovations 
cost money. Usually superiors religious 
institutions are willing eager have 
experimental work conducted, provided 
that the expense, generally slight, can 
handled locally. Pupils like doing things 
differently. Novelties break the monotony 
classroom procedure and all but sell 
themselves. But what 10, 15, per 
cent the children come from families 
whom raising the simple tuition major 
problem finance? most situations, 
the will the majority prevails, and 


sufficient number youngsters are willing, 


new idea launched. 

the erection and furnishing parish 
units, superiors religious communities 
wield much influence matters pertaining 
the school. More often than not they 
are consulted about the planning rooms, 
physical features, plumbing, lighting, pur- 
chase equipment, and the numerous 
lesser details which, after all, concern most 
those who are work the building. 
such circumstances there would seem 
unwritten law which the teaching 
standards the particular community in- 
volved are strongly stressed the 
hope obtaining the maximum desir- 
able features. Few pastors care 
labeled hopelessly unprogressive even 
archaic their viewpoints, ultramodern 
devices frequently win the day. 

Who can say? Room telephones, drink- 
ing fountains all classrooms, electric 
clocks, movable desks, aquariums, illumi- 
nated globes, carpeted officies, tinted walls 
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and ceilings, attractive drapes, individual 
room library units, motion-picture ma- 
chines, air conditioning, fine pictures 
all these have distinct educational value. 
they belong Catholic schools? 

Looking only the immediate problem, 
the better appointments can usually 
financed. That is, the outfitting can 
paid for the making certain adjust- 
ments school operation. Perhaps the tui- 
tion certain grades will higher, 
extra party entertainment game will 
defray the additional expenses, the 
parishioners will induced contribute 
more generously, the mothers’ club will 
come the rescue. 

Families comfortable circumstances 
are delighted with the features that are 
suggestive select private school. But, 
the other hand, more and more the 
poorer Catholic children are being denied 
their opportunity attend parochial 
school religious high school because 
the prohibitive incidental expenses 
the only accessible Catholic institution. 
Except those instances where more cir- 
cumspect leadership has provided less ex- 
pensive education under religious auspices, 
the trend away from the costly religious 
schools growing steadily. 

After all, the greatest single benefit 
Catholic education moral training. Mo- 
nastic simplicity has always had positive 
educational value. hard reconcile 
personal self-denial with material stand- 
ards that are the best the modern world 
can provide. The Catholic Church has 
never needed material display maintain 
dignity, and the exponents Catholic 
education that will dazzle all beholders 
might easily deceiving themselves. Ex- 
clusive, perfectly appointed halls and 
workrooms are strange habitat for the 
followers the evangelical counsels. 

The voluntary poverty religious 
dear the lay Catholic. The new 
dual personality some religious teachers 
bewildering. The degree-bearing admin- 
istrator, aloof luxurious surroundings 
befitting institutional dignity, strange 
evolution from cherished ideal. 

Nor can the blame transferred the 
clergy. Theoretically, pastors America 
are charge the financial management 
their parochial schools. But many 
priest does not even know about the de- 
mands for petty cash that are harassing 
his parishioners, the parents his school 
children. There are workbooks, special 
chalk, special ink, ruled paper, blank 
paper, contributions, donations, tickets, 
chances, and number other outlets for 
money, none which are listed 
monthly statement. Seldom does the pastor 
let the contract for school uniforms, text- 
books, stationery, ties, blouses, entertain- 
ment costumes, veils, wreaths, whatever 
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incidental purchases must arranged for 
during the scholastic year. And almost 
unheard for priest interfere with 
soliciting for any enterprise which involves 
entire teaching community, members 
which are conducting local school. 

But under close scrutiny would seem 
that some religious groups are prone 
take narrow view their field labor, 
classifying all outlying areas the rest 
Christendom. Their charges are those who 
are enrolled. Those who are not enrolled 
are not their charges. Why the latter are 
not their pupils does not concern them. 

Per-capita reckonings anticipated in- 
come from “mission” schools are dyna- 
mite. Whenever institutions conducted 
particular order community become 
calculated source fixed revenue, 
time weigh issues with care. Most re- 
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ligious schools enjoy virtual monopoly 
within given territory. That territory con- 
stitutes serious responsibility, obliga- 
tion which should outweigh all other con- 
siderations operating Catholic school. 

This plea for drabness dinginess 
medieval equipment antique plumb- 
ing. Nor argument for old-fash- 
ioned teaching methods outmoded tech- 
niques. Attendance statistics reveal clearly 
what happening school enrollments 
under prevailing conditions. Known quan- 
tity being sacrificed for doubtful qual- 
ity, and the wisdom the procedure 
open question. 

The field Catholic education never 
long unmarked the soft footprints 
Lady Poverty. Surely the gentle Lady 
our midst today.

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Assign Reasonable Problems 


Much time wasted and needless effort 
exerted the wrong type examples 
problems are used. Such problems are those 
which the numbers are too large, the 
columns needlessly long, the fractions 
type that seldom never used. Problems 
this kind result absolutely carry-over 
fundamental skills knowledges other 
topics and are. therefore, worthless learn- 
ing instruments. Other groups examples 
and problems the same kind are those con- 
trary business social experience and 
those involving obsolete needless processes. 

Let assume that the lesson taught 
involves the various methods checking the 
fundamental operations. The teacher should 
review briefly, for motivation, the applica- 
tions addition, substraction, multiplication, 
and division business situations, such the 
preparation statements; 
change making; cashbook and ledger work, 
determining profits sales, and net proceeds 
from sales; preparation bank checking- 
account records, such the checkbook stub 
and bank reconciliation 
other bookkeeping records; and preparations 
pay rolls. 

Such introduction this tends make 
the work follow purposeful and meaning- 
ful. emphasizes the social values the 
subject, directs the student’s attention 
the importance the fundamentals his 
immediate preparation for future economic 
activity. 

Stress Accuracy 


‘Discuss with the class the high standard 
accuracy that absolute requisite for 
satisfactory work arithmetical operations 
the classroom and, later, the office 
place business.

Making the Assignment

The board work gave 
opportunity work diction, spelling, 
sentence structure, punctuation, clarity, and 
the place emphasis the sentence. Next 
the sentences were grouped into paragraphs. 
Seldom was possible write entire 
paragraph the board, due limited board 
space and the size the class, but while 
some students wrote the board others wrote 
their seats and revised their work from 
the corrections given the students the 
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Sister Julia’s Class. 
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board. Emphasis, unity, and coherence the 
paragraph were discussed and genuine in- 
terest was manifested the class the task 
revision. Each student, keeping mind 
his contribution the hobby book, utilized 
corrections, avid excel the writing his 
“chapter” the book. This sentence and 
paragraph review took several class periods, 
for, although ability construct and punc- 
tuate written work partially developed be- 
fore the junior and senior years high school 
are reached, believe teachers English will 
agree with when say that except 
unusual cases drill needed. 


Cooperation and Generosity 

Besides developing writing ability, another 
advantage gained composition work 
this kind that students develop sense 
responsibility based authorship. They gain 
self-respect. They feel they have some- 
thing contribute and strive make their 
contributions worth while, not perfect. Too, 
this type work helps bring about 
realization what worth while and the 
effort takes make good contribution. 
Arguments friendly nature help diction 
choice and vocabulary grow, and the 
students’ criticisms each other bring home 
them the necessity every fact being 
provided with proper couplings.

Those who 
could draw helped those who could not, those 
who could type typed the work those un- 
able so. The classroom became work- 
shop with research, writing, lettering, design- 
ing, all going once. Those students who 
finished their contribution first and were un- 
able assist others were permitted utilize 
the class time reading study, and in- 
variably they turned reading more about 
their particular hobby. 

When all the work was completed, the book 
was bound and given the library and has 
since proved serviceable, though inexpensive, 
for both hobbies and the bibliog- 
raphies hobbies. But has been invaluable 
other ways. Students who had found time 
their hands before, developed hobbies that 
absorb them now. New interests, which make 
leisure time both profitable and pleasurable, 
were developed fields never thought 
before.

ute profitable. Since even the minimum 
requirements English courses are too often 
unfulfilled, necessary consider what 
class shall from the beginning the end 
each English period. astonishing what 
definite, carefully planned procedure will 
make every minute count. 

For teaching spelling, the first five minutes, 
which are very often wasted dozen dis- 
jointed ways, can, little thought the 
part the teacher, put admirable use. 
Suppose the teacher has allotted minutes 
per week spelling. This, the junior high 
school, little enough time; yet the demands 
other phases English will not permit 
more. Instead devoting entire 40-minute 
period spelling, one may teach for the 
first eight minutes (plus minus) each 
five periods. Since generally agreed that 
better teach three four words 
day, with the usual review, than teach 
words once week, this itself should 
improve the teaching spelling. break- 
ing period into initial part, possible 
for teacher set inflexible, daily, 
and well-worn method putting class im- 
mediately work. Not the least difficulty 
handling classes, well sometimes for the 
experienced teacher for the novice, 
get classes under control and work. 

Hence, this plan not only will tend im- 
prove the teaching spelling, but will 
also head off many disorders, which tax the 
ingenuity the disciplinarian and delay the 
purposeful activity class. 


Two Minutes per Word 


its essence, the plan simply restore 
spelling some actual teaching and place 
the burden beginning the lesson the 
pupils. Too often spelling receives only 
passing, half-interested attention from teacher 
and pupil alike. possible, however, 
share the burden and probably improve 
the results. 

soon the English class enters the 
room, monitor distributes paper the 
pupils. puts the right number sheets 
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upon the front desks, the occupants which 
distribute from back front. The monitor 
must see that every pupil has paper and 
one else permitted interfere. Such 
orderly distribution and collection papers 
should well established any class. 

After the paper has been distributed, each 
pupil copies from the blackboard the three 
words allotted for the day’s spelling, and 
surrenders his home-lesson paper moni- 
tor especially assigned collect it. The pu- 
pils having copied the words, then face the 
side board await silence the formal 
work directed the teacher. 

The teacher begins review 
day’s three words,” calling one pupil 
pronounce and spell them. time should 
wasted review, since that would put 
premium upon inattention. The teacher next 
writes the first the new words the 
board, syllables, and, having established 
the meaning, attacks the problems contained 
therein with whatever variety enthusiasm 
can summon. “Say the first four letters” 
“spell your eyes and 
see it.” This work should rapid, should 
include almost every pupil, and should not 
permit the slightest error unchecked. 
For all the spontaneity and lightness the 
class participation, the teacher must, when 
difficulties arise, insist upon enough time for 
accurate, clear, unmistakable responses. 
aiming for efficiency the use every 
minute, but not the expense accuracy. 

When the teacher feels that every pupil 
knows the meaning, the pronunciation, and 
the spelling, says, “Write three times,” 
which the pupils upon the paper before 
them. Allowing almost enough time for every- 
write, says, “Charles,” for example, 
and with every pen down upon this estab- 
lished signal, Charles spells the word. 

This teaching one word can done with 
little practice two minutes, including the 
pupils’ writing. 

similar procedure follows for the other 
two words. the conclusion, pupil called 
upon spell the “three words,” and the 
formal lesson over. 

monitor with previously arranged list 
words, now replaces the words- the 
board with three new ones for the next day. 
Should the teacher wish use the same 
words for more than one class, has 
monitor change them after the last class 
the day. Again, teaches more than one 
grade, different set words will placed 
the blackboard for each grade. 

For home lesson, which unvaried 
the formal lesson class, the pupil must 
write each word three four sentences. 
Thus, one side the paper filled with the 
copying, the writing the words during the 
lesson, and the sentences for the home les- 
son. Then the pupil has the other side still 
unused for whatever other writing the teacher 
may desire during the remainder the 
period. This itself economy time 
and paper. 

The whole lesson, from the time the moni- 
tor begins distribute paper until “today’s 
three words” have been heard, should not 
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take more than eight minutes, and often 
more than six. Class habits short time 
are well established that few interruptions 
delay the essential teaching. Nevertheless, 
certain flexibility not only necessary but 
frequently desirable. While the teacher should 
conscious the time, should not 
cramped his work sharp limitation. 
Many other plans might evolved for teach-

The faded part 
around the silhouette was light lavender, and 
contrasting color was used backing 
sheet for the whole poster, leaving inch 
margin around it.

OST parish school administrators prac- 

tice rigid economy some directions 
and waste funds through inattention small 
items everyday consumption materials 
and services. Five common elements waste 
are the following: 

Water. Schools use unnecessarily large 
Systematic checks faucets, drinking foun- 
tains, toilet-stool valves, lavatories, and 
showers are advisable. seemingly small 
trickle water from faucet toilet will 
waste from 100 gallons water each 
day. not bad idea take meter 
reading say, Saturday, Sunday, and Mon- 
day mornings check the flow water 
through the pipes. toilets faucets 
are used and flow recorded, search should 
made for the cause the leakage. 

Fuel. northern climates, fuel waste 
source heavy expense. well deter- 
mine whether the boiler properly fired with 
the right kind coal. Black smoke 
common sign incomplete combustion and 
waste. oil gas burned, the burners 
should frequently adjusted cut down 
excessive use. 

Lights. Use plenty light classrooms 
—the eyesight children precious. But 
necessary turn out lights when not 
needed and check frequently against this 
waste. 

Waste school supplies bad, but 
waste janitors’ tools, cleaning materials, 
and finishes inexcusable. Use enough clean- 
ers and soaps, but more. Watch misuse 
toilet paper, liquid soap, and paper towels, 
and report the principal and the pastor. 
Use the cleaning tools properly. shame 
use fine floor brush for sweeping outdoor 
walks and stairs. Use mops, dusters, cloths, 
etc., properly good job.

ROUTINE CLEANING 
TOILETS 


Mr. Eugene Olson, editor the Jowa 
Custodians’ News Letter, suggests proce- 
dures for the routine cleaning school 
toilets follows: 

Flush all toilets and urinals before start- 
ing clean. Check the water flow and detect 
any needed repairs. 

Clean lavatory bowls and metal. 
sponge turkish-towel cleaning cloth may 
used. Use liquid scrub soap, unless there are 
obstinate stains, when small amount 
scouring powder may used. Clean the out- 
side the bowl well the inside, getting 
off that dark stain next the faucets. Clean 
the metal also the faucets. 

Clean the urinals next. Use the pocket 
mirror look into the places not visible 
from the front.
